The Archbishop gave the com- 
mencement address at Providence 
College here, and was awarded an 
honorary degree along with Con- 
gressman John W. McCormack of 
Massachusetts, House Majority 
Leader. A total of 425 degrees in 
course were conferred, the largest 
number in the Dominican institu- 
tion’s history. 


Archbishop Cushing in his ad- 
dress took “the socialists’ own 
highest hopes” to “show them un- 
less they have Christian principles 
as the basis of their reforms, their 
hopes of a new era of even mater- 
ial prosperity will assuredly come 
to nought.” 


“Consider some of the socialists’ 
most cherished slogans,” he said.

Commission on Faith and 
Order of the World Council of 
Churchs, reporting on answers re- 
ceived to the question “Why do 
ou belong to a certain church?” 
ists a number of “non-theological 
reasons” for affiliation with this 
or that religious body on the part 
of members. 

Here are some of the reasons 
given by people for belonging to 
one particular local church rather 
than to another: 

1, Geographical factors. If a cer- 
tain church is handy in your part 
of town, or predominates in your 
region of the country, that may 
be why you belong to it. 

2. Social, economic and political 
factors. People tend to join a 
church whose members have a sim- 
ilar position in these respects to 
themselves. 

3. Discrimination. When certain 
groups have found themselves un- 
welcome in a denomination be- 
cause of race, national origin or 
language, they often have formed 
separate churches. 

4. Ambitions or rivalries of pro- 
minent church leaders have caused 
divisions. 

5. Denominational sentiment 
and loyalty, not connected with 
any theological differences, keeps 
some church groups apart. 

6. Dislike of unfamiliar habits 
reinforce old divisions. 

7. The “dead weight of an ad- 
ministration which tends to be all- 
absorbing and to perpetuate it- 
self” can maintain denomination 
cleavages.

One of the questions directed to 
the children reads: “I wish I knew 
how you can believe that God is 
always right and at the same time 
believe that you should think for 
yourself?” 

This one question, which deals 
with God, does so in a manner 
which would lead the child to be- 
lieve that he should not take God 
seriously; that if He is right the 
child must be worng — and it is 
the American privilege to defend 
the theory that one should “think 
for himself.”

“ven if it represents far under 90% of the population.

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Voice Of Experience 


It is due to insane prejudice, which so often raises its voice 
‘in protest, that the President of the United States and the Prime 
| Minister of England have not invited the spiritual head of three- 
| fourths of all the Christians in the world to sit with them in con- 
ference. 


| Could not the voice of the Papacy speak with greater exper- 
ience than any other? For more than one thousand years his pred- 
ecessors certainly learned to know all of mankind, and the heads 
of all the governments in Europe. The Pope, better than any other 
person in the world, knows the backgrounds by which present 
day troubles in the world were caused, and, therefore, by which 
they are to be interpreted. It was only prejudice which prevented 
‘him from bringing World War I to an end before we entered it, 
‘and on practically the same terms later submitted by President 
Wilson for acceptance by the vanquished nations—after we did 
get into the war and remained in it for nineteen months. 


President Wilson, at that time, as President Franklin Roose- 
velt at the end of World War LI, held the money bag, and both 
could have demanded that justice be done to all nations, particu- 
larly the little nations to which self-determination—our slogan 
‘during the war—was promised. But Wilson was weak at Ver- 
| sailles; Roosevelt was weak at Yalta, and the stronger, even 
‘though dependent on us, voices of Clemenceau and Stalin, re- 
| spectively, prevailed. There was demand for the Pope to have a 
representative at the Versailles Peace Table, but bigotry prevent- 
ed it: at Yalta and Teheran and elsewhere the Pope was not even 
‘asked to send a representative: “Unless the Lord builds the house 
‘they labor in vain who build it.” 3 


Why Not A Christian Front? 


A book was written shortly after World War I entitled “Ge- 
_neva vs. Peace,” in which it was noted that practically every de- 
' cision reached by the League of Nations had first been determined 
by occult societies, meeting in England and France; that the con- 
‘clusions reached in these secret meetings were adopted at Geneva. 
During World War II all the governments now behind the 
Iron Curtain had “governments in exile,” residing in England, and 
|a proposal was made to them that, at the end of the war, they
